School Seal 


Sixty-four years have passed since the 
seal came into existence and the most 
authoratative person to tell us about the 
"who and when" is the school's seal de- 
signer, Mrs. Henrietta Hargis Reynolds. 

"Until 1930, we were known as the Leba- 
non State School. The following school 
year, the school would be known as Leba- 
non High School. Our principal, James L. 
Walthall, informed us that the school would 
need to have an official school seal. In the 
spring of 1930, a contest was held and 
drawings were submitted by students de- 
picting what the school seal should look 
like. My drawing won’. 

As reported in an article appearing in The 
Lebanon News(1931) entitled "L.S. School 
Adopts Name and Official Seal", ata 
meeting of the high andelementary schools 


designing the school's original seal. Angie also rep- 
resented the Pioneer yearbook staff, who wished to 
give Mrs. Reynolds this long overdue recognition. 


of Lebanon, the student body resolved to 
adopt a seal to be used in all official 
matters of the school through the year. A 
committee of students having artistic abil- 
ity was appointed to prepare a seal to be 
submitted to the school for its approval. A 
week later the seal prepared and designec 
by Miss Henrietta Hargis, Class '31, was 
received by the student body and ac- 
claimed the official seal of the school. 
The original design in terms of symbolic 
parts has undergone a few changes. The 
powder horn has been replaced with an ax 
and the olive leaf now shares half of its 
space with an oak leaf. It is not known at 
this time when the changes occurred ot 
why the original design was altered. 

A long standing tradition associated with 
Lebanon High School's graduation has 
been the giving of the school seal speech. 
The speech symbolizes the transfer ot 
leadership from the departing seniors tc 
the upcoming senior class. 

Throughout the years, the school seal has 
been displayed in many ways - on schoo! 
jackets, rings, stationery and yearbooks; 
and this year, the seal has once again 
been chosen to be placed on the cover ol 
the book. One seal will be gold inlay de- 
picting the 50th edition of the Pioneer, anc 
another seal will be embossed above the 
gold one depicting the reflections of the 
past 50 years.* 

The historic seal holds special meaning 
for many former students and teachers 
and is worthy of display and preservation.

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The seal is enclosed in an olive and oak wreath to show that all the actions of the school are conceived in peace and dedicated 
to the fellowship of mankind. Within the wreath, the words LEBANON HIGH SCHOOL are engraved with the date of the founding 
of the present institution above. Below the date is found the word PIONEER. By this name the members of the school will be known 
in the future. It is to signify the spirit of adventure and untiring effort to push out into unknown and untried ground. The school motto 
is found engraved within the name of the school. This phrase, "Forward, Always, Forward," well supports the name, Pioneer. Also, 
within the seal is depicted the sun rising over the mountains, the empire of the great Southwest upon which the sun of a great Creator 
has ever smiled since the beginning of time. The crossed pioneer rifles denote preparedness and conviction of rights. Another 
symbol is to be found, the torch of knowledge, which the school ever intends to hold high to enlighten the land in which it lives. The 
next symbol found on the seal is the lowly but useful ax, a necessary part of our ancestors' equipment. Symbolically speaking, it 
is still an important ingredient in the building of homes and nations.
